This  100th  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  its 
112  years  of  history,  was  at  its  finest  in  decisions  and  possibly  at 
its  worst  when  it  came  to  inspiration. 

Let  it  be  said,  and  quickly,  that  the  9.000K)dd  messengers 
didn’t  go  astray  ®ith  a  single  action.  They  followed  their  commit¬ 
tees,  often  aftw  debate,  and  they  didn’t  permit  their  emotions  to 
control  their  Judgments,  j 

There’s  nothing  the  matter  with  debate.  It  is  a  dividend  of 
democracy.  But,  in  years  gone  by  the  Convention  has  always  let 
the.  eloquence  of  some  speaker  upset  the  year’s  study  of  a  com¬ 
mittee.  This  Convention  didn’t  and  it  is  to  its  credit 

’This  business  of  telescoping  the  Convention  into  three  morn¬ 
ings  and  four  nights  won’t  work.  It  won’t  work  without  some 
major  adjustments. 

One  remedy  is  to  emit  routine  presentation  of  reports  from 
some  of  the  lesser  committees  and  commissions.  They’re  in  the 
Book  of  Reports.  Any  representative  who  thinks  he  is  getting  his 
message  across  merely  because  he  has 'the  microphone  for  15 
minutes  is  sadly  mistaken. 

Another  remedy  would  be  to  lake  some  of  the  time  away  [ 
from  the  major  boards.  There  is  no  reason  why  their  executives 
should  nmke  the  major  addresses  every  year. 

Regardless,  the  reports  must  be  visual  if  they  are  to  spread 
the  information.  ^ 

Howard  Butt,  Texas  layman  who  took  "more  than  the  allotted 
10  minutes  for  his  report  on  the  BiQy  Graham  crusade  in  New 
York,  may  have  been  the  only  speaker  who  thrilled  the  audi¬ 
ence.  He  has  an  enthusiasm  and  a  familiarity  with  the  micro¬ 
phone  which  makes  him  captivating.  ev 

Glenn  L.  Archer  of  POAU  was  fine  as  was  S.  L.  Stealey  of 
Southeastern  Seminary  and  Baker  James  Cauthen  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  who  was  the  closing  speaker.  But,  all  came  on  the 
closing  day  and  the  crowd  was  gone. 

The  Radio  and  isSf elevision  Commission  may  have  done  the 
surprisingly  best  job  with  its  report.  Pictures,  graphs  and  other  | 
visual  aids  were  on  the  screen  while  Director  Paul  Stevens  spoke. 

Thd  Foreign  Mission  Board  didn't  have  the  peak  program  as 
in  most  years.  The  Convention  wants  to  hear  from  the  missionar¬ 
ies.  Testimony  of  the  th^  was  too  brief.  We'd  suggest  three 
veterans  and  three  appointees — and  separate  all  from  prepared 
messages  with  an  appeal  for  personal  testimonies.  .•  — 

Critical?  Possibly,  but  with  constructive  intent.  Too  much 
business,  however  important,  makes  for  dull  programs  in  all 
these  hours  that  must  be  allotted.  Inspiration  must  be  a  part  of 
it  all.

crLPEFRER,  Va.,  May,  1770 
— (BP)  —  Another  brilliant  vic¬ 
tory  was  won  today  in  the  bat- 
tie  for  religious  freedom  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  when  James  Ireland,  a 
Baptist  minister  charged  with 
preaching  without  ^authority 
from  the  state  church,  was  re¬ 
leased  because  a  jury  could 
find  no  fault  in  a  just  man. 

Arrested  while  conducting  a 
Baptist  meeting  bebause  he  had 
no  license  from  Virginia’s  state 
church,  Ireland  spent  five 
months  in  Culpepper  County 


were  made  on  his  life  and  he 
was  forced  to  endure  torture, 
abuse,'-  and  insults. 

When  »the  king’s  attorney 
read  the  indictment  against  Ire¬ 
land"  and  asked,  “Guilty  or  not 
guilty?”  Ireland  replied,  “Not 
guilty,  and  if  five  hundred  wit¬ 
nesses  are  not  enough  to  prove 
these  charges  are  invalid,  then 
I  can  produce  a  thousand.” 

The  Baptist  crusader  for  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  douMl^ess  made 
no  idle  boast.  ’fhScbarthouse 
was  filled  with  his  friems  and 
supporters,  who  were  overjoy¬ 
ed  by  his  release.  While  Ire¬ 
land  was  in  prison,  many  of 
them  faced  threats  and  bodily 
harm  to  hear  him  preach  from 
his  tell  window.  On  one  occa¬ 
sion  horses  were  ridden  into  the 
crowd  and  many  were  tramp¬ 
led.  •  . 

When  magistrates  were  un¬ 
moved  by  his  defense,  Ireland 
produced  a  license  signed  by 
Governor  Bottecouct  granting 
him  permission  to  build  a  meet¬ 
inghouse  in  Culpepper  County 
and  to  serve  as  pastor.  This 
action  caught  the  prosecution 
completely  off  guard,  but  au¬ 
thorities  -still  seemed  determin¬ 
ed  to  return  the  minister  to 
jail. 

At  this  point  a  lawyer  came 
to  Ireland’s  defense,  pointing 
out  that  he  was  being  charged 
with  violating  laws  which  had 
been  repealed  seventy  years  ago 
and  had  never  been  in  effect 
since. 

As  the  prosecution  now  seem¬ 
ed  to  be  fully  routed,  th^  county 
parson,  in  the '  interest  of  the 
state  church;  attempted  to  rally 
trib  magistrates.  This  was  more 
than  the  defendant  could  bear, 
and  be  announced  that  he  would' 
gladly  argue  the  ease  in  open 
court  with  the  parson. 

“And  if  I  am  unable  to  con¬ 
fute  him,”  Ireland  told  the 
court,  "I  will  return  to  prison 
as  a  volunteer!” 

'’’The  minister  had  so  sklUfuIIy 
parried  every  thrust  of  the 
prosecution  that  the  court  real¬ 
ized  the  folly  of  pursuing  the 
case  further.  The  foreman,  of 
the  jury  picked  up  his  hat  and 
quietl^  left  the  courtroom.  Soon 
others  followed  until  the  bench 
was  empty. 

The  clerk  -of  the  court  went 
through  the  formality  of  asking 
Ireland  if  he  would  appear  if 
summoned  and  the  case  was 
dismissed.  Now  the  Baptist  min¬ 
ister  is  free  kgatn  for  the  first 
time  since  last  Noveme^  to 
build  a  meeting  house  and 
,  preach  to  his  rapidly  growing 
congregation.

The  Convention  at  Chicago  was  almost  void  of  issues.  The 
Bollman  amendment,  which  sought  to  further  define  local  church  | 
aotonomy,  was  almost  unanimoasly  voted  down.  The  Conven¬ 
tion  coMtitution  alrsady  fully  recognizes  the  right  of  a  local 
church  to  cooperate  or  not  cooperate  and  still  remain  a  Baptist 
church.  The  matter  of  locating  a  sixth  seminary  created  more 
diacusaion  than  any  other  item. 

Efforta  in  the  past,  and  at  this  Convention,  to  change  the 
name  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Sunday  School 
Board  wcac  rejocted.  One  brother  would  have  changed  the  Con¬ 
vention  name  to  the  World-wide  Baptist  Convention.  The  messen- 1 
gers  were  about  unanimous  in  cleaving  to  our  time-honored  title. ' 

TTie  racial  subject  was  discussed  as  being  a  real  problem  and 
suggestions  were  made  that  we  be  Christians  in  our  approaches 
to  it.  The  Christian  Life  Commission  report,  which  discussed 
this  matter,  was  received  srlthout  much  di-scussion. 

These  Rems  were  the  only  ones  which  promised  much  dis¬ 
cussion,  but  very  little  discussion  developed  around  any  of  these 
i-ssues. 

The  entire  tone  of  the  Convention  Iras  optimistic  and  victor¬ 
ious.  We  are  advancing  rapidly  in  every  field.  The  Convention 
was  challenged  with  the  matter  of  establishing  30,000  churches 
and  mis.slons.  There  seems  to  be  an  enthusiastic  zeal  to  achieve 
this  goal.
